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REMARKS 

A response to the most recent office action mailed November 29, 2004 is due on 
February 29, 2005. This response is being filed on February 25, 2005. Accordingly, this 
response is timely filed. Applicants respectfully request that the response submitted 
herewith be made of record in the present application. No fees are due and no extension 
of time is required. Tf applicant is incorrect in either belief, the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office is authorized to charge any deficiency to account number 12-0690 and 
to consider this as a request for the required time deficiency. 

Claim Status 

Claims 1-23 were originally filed in this application. Claim 22 has been cancelled 
without prejudice or disclaimer. New claims 24-29 have been added. Support for claim 
24 is found in original claim 5. Claim 1 has been amended to add the limitation where the 
device is "capable of fluorine ion exchange without destroying the solid electrolyte, and 
wherein fluorine may be generated at the anode by transferring fluorine ions from one 
electrode to the other through the solid electrolyte". Support for this amendment is found 
in the specification as filed in Examples 2 and 3. Support for newly added claims 25-29 
is found in the specification as filed and in Examples 3 and 4. Support for claim 27 and 
28 Note: all of the article limitations previously examined and deemed allowable are 
present in the new claims 25-28. Claims 1-21 and 23-29 are pending for examination.

ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the Examiners indication of allowable subject 
matter in claims 6-11 and 16-18. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS 

35 C/.5.C. §112, second paragraph 
Claims 2-4 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph as allegedly 
being indefinite. The office action asserts that the claims are indefinite because "applicant 
appears to be claiming a solid state device of which the substrate is not a part". In 
response, applicant's note that the substrate in the device claimed in claim 2 is not 
required for the device of claim 1. Thus the claim is not indefinite for lacking an element. 
The device of claim 1 will function without the substrate claimed in claim 2: this is 
because in some embodiments the electrode will be made strong enough to support the 
device. In other embodiments, such as claim 2, there may be provided an additional 
element, a substrate. For the above reasons, it is respectfully submitted that the claims are 
not indefinite and withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

35 C/.S.C §102 

Claims 1-5, 12-15 and 19-23 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly 
being anticipated by Potanin et al. This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

The Potanin et al reference does not anticipate Applicant's claims as amended 
because the device of Potanin et al. is not capable of producing fluorine without 
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destroying the electrolyte as is currently required of claim 1. The purpose of the Potanin 
et al. device is different than that of applicants so it's structure and function are different. 
Should the device of Potanin et al. be made to produce fluorine, the device would be 
destroyed. Further, Potanin et al. does not teach or fairly suggest a solid electrolyte 
capable of fluorine ion exchange without destroying the solid electrolyte, and wherein 
fluorine may be generated at the anode by transferring fluorine ions from one electrode to 
the other through the solid electrolyte. Thus,it is respectfully asserted that the device is 
not anticipatory or obvious and withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested.

Having overcome all rejections, Applicants respectfully requests that a timely
